nominated by the Democratic conven 
ition for president at Chicago, was made 
the standard bearfer of the Populist 
party by a vote of l,W2 to 321. He was 
nominated in the face of his own pro 
test m the shape of a telegram to Sena- 
tor Jones, directing the withdrawal of 
his name, sent after Sowall, his run- 
ning mate, had been sidetracked for 
•vice 
presidential 
nomination, 
and 


Thorn lit Watson of Georgia had been 
named for second placed on the Popu- 
list ticket 
It was also made in the 


teeth of opposition by tho "middle-of- 
the-road" element. 


The last session of the convention 


which lusted from 9 30 a. m to i p. m., 
Saturday, wiu marked by scenes ot tur- 
bulence which several times bordered 
on ri>>r 
One fs-t tiffin did occur. 


Chairman Allen announced that the 


first thiuf* in ord>'r was the selection of 
members of the national committee* and 
the committees to notify the candidates 
for president and vice president. 


When Alabama was called. Governor 


Kolb yielded to General Weaver of 
Iowa but Col«i)Pl Craither of Alabama 
got to the platform iu>t aud injected a 
speech about joining the cotton fields of 
the south witn the wheat fields of the 
west. At the rcmclufiou of his remarks, 
General Weaver c-ame forward and 
formally placed ilr Bryan in nomina- 
tion. 


General Weaver in his opening re- 


marks asfcod tin- convention not to ap- 
rfaud. and the deleciUcs listened to 
him without much demonstration. But 
when he concluded by naming that 
splendid young statesman, William J. 
Bryau, the convention broke loose. 
OaetT follow ed cheer. 


Whfn quiet was restored, after 17 


minutes of bedlam, General Field of 
"Virginia, who was General Weaver's 
running mate iu INflSjlhobbled forward 
,0n his crutch and, after a brief speech, 
jmoved to suspend the rule-, and make 
"Bryan's nomination unanimous. 
The 


convention rose almost en masse and 
cheered, but above the chorus of cheers 
came the sharp cries of the Texas men, 
•No, no " 
Chairman AHesi declared the motion 


carried, but yielding to the protest, de- 
cided to allow a call of states on tho 
motion. Tin? Texas men wildly pro- 
tested, and Chairman Allen at last rec- 
ognized Stump Ashby of the Lone Star 
state for a personal explanation. 


Chauman Allen stated the question 


to be on the motion to suspend tho 
rules and nominate Bryan by acclama- 
tion. 
When Mr. Tnnhoneck arose iu his

WORK FOR 
THOUSANDS. 


CHICAGO, July 27.—Among those who 


nave returned from St. Louis was a 
gentleman who saw and read the sup- 
pressed dispatch from ilr. Bryan to 
senator Jones, chairman of tho national 
Democratic committee. What is sub- 
joined may be relied upon as being 
substantially correct: 


"Considering all the circumstances 


and conditions," wired Mr. Bryan, "I 
have concluded that the Populist con- 
vention should not consider my name 
for the presidency, but if it determines 
to uonunatfi me notwithstanding thib 
declaration, that there may be no mis- 
understanding, I desire m advance to 
t.ay that I shall not during the cam- 
paign discuss any other issues than 
those outlined in the Chicago platform.

A FAT A L M 1ST AKE. 


Daniel Shroj«r, Mtutaken For a Burglar, 


19 Shut by 111« 
fton-ln-ljiw. 


CHICAGO, July 27 —Daniel Shroyer, a 


well kuowu resident of Park Eidge, 
was shot and killed by his son-in-law^ 
George E. Pottinger, a prominent Chi- 
cago real estate dealer, who mistook 
him for a burglar. 


The shooting took place iu Potticger's 


homo in Ingleside avenue. Mr. Shroyer 
had been a ftuest at the PottiuRer home- 
stead for several weeks. Mr. Pottinger 
was aroused at 3 a. m., and thinking 
burglars were abroad took his revolver 
and started to investigate. 


Ho was about to enter the kitchen 


when he saw the form of a man ap- 
proaching, and raising his revolver fired 
one shot 
The man gave vent to a 


startled exclamation, and Mr. Pottiuger 
recognized his father-in-law's voice. 


The bullet struck Mr. Shroyer in the 


groin and ho died in roi hour. The 
greatest excitement followed the shoot- 
ing. Mr. Pottinger is almost distracted 
aud his wife is prostrated.

ATHENS. July 27.- -A fresh fight is re- 


ported at Kosaui, Macedonia, biuco tho 
Greek insurgents invaded Macedonia 
and made the attack on Turkish troop.i 
at Kiiri Teari, near Moussa, which was 
reported on Saturday. 
"The inroads by Greek insurgents into 
Macedonia are undoubtedly stimulated 
by the condition of affairs m Crete, 
where the Christian insurgents have as 
much sympathy from the Greeks as 
have the Cabaa insurgents from the 
people of the United States. 


It does not seem probable that the 


present Macedonian disturbance i» con- 
nected with the outbiiraks of last year 
which occurred along the Bulgarian 
frontier aud were thought to be incited 
by the Macedonian central committee 
at Sofia, though this centre! committee 
has also t :eu active this year, having 
issued a manifesto in June "staring that 
"reform (iu Macedonia) by peaceful 
means is no longer to bo reckoned on 
and the committee will concentrate all 
their energies to obtain real political 
autonomy. The southern tracts of Mace- 
donia are mainly inhabited by Greeks. 


It remains to be seen whether the in- 


surrectionary movement under Bulgar- 
ian auspices will make common cause 
with that under Greek auspices, which 
the Greek minister of war, in response 
to a representation by the powers, has 
promised, to lake measures to suppress. 


RESIGNATION REQUESTED. 


Charge* Preferred Acnln»t United State* 


Consul Hammond at Budapest. 


KEW YORK, July 27.—A Washington 


dispatch says: "The state department 
lias formally requested Edward P. T. 
Hammond, United States consul at Bu- 
dapest, to forward his resignation. It 
appears that a list of charges have been 
filed against Hammond to the effect 
that he had made himself obnoxious to 
the country to'which he was accredited. 


"One particular charge is that on 


May 3, when Count Pestetics gave a 
ball, which was attended by the King 
of Hungary, Mr. Hammond went to the 
ball without being invited and asked 
the Countess Festetics, nee the Duchess 
of Hamilton, to dance with him, a re- 
quest which she refused. 
Another 


charge is that on several occasions 
when representing the United States iu 
an official capacity he was intoxicated. 
These charges were forwarded to the 
state department two months ago by 
Mr. Townsend. secretary of the United 
States legation in Vienna. 


The state department requested Con- 


sul General Judd at Vienna to investi- 
gate these allegations, and th_t omcial, 
with a promptness very unusual iu 
state department matters, returned a 
rt'iKirt sustaining all the charges. He 
added that Consul Hammond is persona 
non grata with the government of Aus- 
tro- Hungary. 


Dr. Thomas B. Hammond, a brother 


of the consul, who resides in Washing- 
ton. !>ay<t ho has proofs m his hand to 
show that his brother is a victim of a 
conspiracy.

Great Britain will send to sea for 


maneuvers this year the greatest naval 
force ever mobilized by one power in 
the history of the world. The number 
of ships which will take part in the 
maneuvers will be about 105, compared 
with the 75 vessels wiich were sent to 
sea for the same purpose last year. 


Every class of vessel •will be employed 


in the increased fleet mobilized, includ- 
ing 15 battleships, 25 cruisers, 21 gun- 
boats, 20 torpedo destroyers, 24 torpedo 
boats and a number of dispatch vessels 
and other craft. There will be 22,000 
men on board the fleets. 


The maneuvers will be on a larger 


scale tian yet attempted. Tiey will 
open with, a preliminary cruise, which, 
will be followed by tactical esercises. 
A sham war will be the next feature of 
the programme. The ships will be di- 
vided into the channel and reserve fleets. 
The laster, according to the scheme, 
protects the coast against the channel 
squadron.

tie maneuvers is expected to bo wietlier 
torpedo destroyers can effectually pro- 
tect blockading ships against torpedo 
boats, tasfc year they proved able to 
catcirand sink torpedo boats, but were 
not able to hinder them entirely from 
reaching tie ships.

TO FOOL THE COPPER. 


How New York Bicyclists Without a tight 


Escape Arrest. 


There is .one way in which a cyclist 


can ride through . the streets of New 
York at night without a light on his 
machine and not be subject to arrest.

Thtsy ciamort-l 
for tie restitution of the treasures 
taken from the priests, the cessation 
of the aqueduct work, which tbe 
fall of the tower so plainly declared 
to be wicked, and they furiously de- 
manded the removal of the temple 
guards. 


The Roman governor had not the 


least idea of granting any cf these 
demands, and he determined to teach 
the angry Galileans a lesson. He 
sent to his camps for a large num- 
ber of soldiers. They were not to 
come in armor, but in ordinary cloth- 
ing, and were to be armed only -with 
clubs. Strong men can do a great 
deal of damage with heavy cudgels, 
but Pilate's idea was to express in 
this way his soldierly contempt for 
a Jowioh mob. His men were order- 
ed to surround it and to wait for 
such commands as he might give 
them. 


Cyril's fear of tbe rabbis and 


priests grew stronger as 'he drew 
near the temple. There was no other 
place on earth, he believed, where a 
sacrifice to God could be offered as 
solemnly as upon the brazen gold 
ornamented altar of burnt offering, 
which he and his father were soon 
to see. 


Louder and loader grew the soniMs 


of the tumult in the open space be- 
fore the governor's palace, but Cyril 
and his father could no longer hear 
it, for they were now in tho outer 
court of the temple. They advance 
toward the steps leading up to the 
gorgeously gilded portals of the in- 
ner court. Here they were met by 
a Leviie, to whom Ezra at once 
handed the fleecy offering which he 
had brought and had so far carried 
in his arms.

they were many — had seized this op- 
portunity, for steel blades were 
flashing among the pursuers. An 
angry mob was now pitilessly smit- 
ing down the Jews who had protest- 
ed so zealously for the temple and 
the law. 


They did not pause at the gate of 


the inner court, but in a moment 
more there were slain Galileans ly- 
ing among the bodies of the animals 
prepared for sacrifice, and the re- 
venge of Pilate^ upon those who had 
upbraided him was becoming terri- 
ble.— W. O. Stoddard in St. Nicholas.

Burma is oaa of tlio coanrries 


tbat ara changiai; very fast, and one 
of the ibJiigs that has changed Bur- 
ma is tlw daooit Insipid of living 
together in bauds in tho jungle da- 
oc'its are tscartwd tlsrou^b soparato 
tillages in tho guise of peaceful cnl- 
tivators. During the day each man 
attends to bis juddy fields just liko 
nis neighbors, and it is only at night 
lhat they moot together for th-a dis- 
patch of their inora important and 
lucrative business. Daooity, as de- 
fined by law, is simply robbery com- 
mitted by a band of five jnen or 
more, and it is important only be- 
cause of tbe Bunnan's strong nat- 
ural propensity toward it and the 
great difficulties -which bis national 
character places in tho way of its 
detection. 


Perhaps the strange -workings of 


the native character are best exhib- 
ited in the following case, which oc- 
curred recently. 
The facts are 


vouched for by an English official. 


There -was a band of five men who 


•were in tbe habit of practicing da- 
coity occasionally. ' Three of them 
came from the same village, not a 
common thing, as it makes detec- 
tion easier; the fonrth from another 
village, and ss for the fifth no man 
now knows where he came from 
for reasons that -will appear. One 
night these five men, armed -with 
nothing beyond their knives and 
spears, which are used for fishing in 
lower Burma, entered a house, tied 
up the owner and began plundering. 
Now, this bouse was in a large vil- 
lage containing not only a popula- 
tion of some 1,400, but a police post, 
with 15 native policemen armed with 
sniders. Tho alarm -was given and 
the bouse surrounded, and--then 
there was a pause. 
Tbe robbers 


continued their work undisturbed 
•within. Tho villagers—some 200 or 
300 ablebodied men, all more or less 
armed—sat around 
on the daui 


which surrounds and protects every 
village in the delta, looked down on 
:he bouse and discussed tbo ques- 
tion. The police stood rather near- 
er the boose and fired shots into it 
through the bamboo walls, hurting 
no one. One solitary police man aft- 
er a time volunteered to advance, 
le crept up quite close to the bousa 
and fh-ed in through an opening in

The usual oilier hours ar« from i> 


a. rn. to 1 p. iu. During that tiiee 
from 2 to 20 patients will generally 
bo found waiting their turn in the 
reception rooia. The fee commonly 
charged by specialists of the first 
class is $ 10 for the first consultation 
and $5 for eucli subsequent inter- 
view. The physicians who are at 
the very top in their special branches 
of the medical profession have a 
higher scale of fees. From these fig- 
ures one may calculate incomes of 
specialists Kinging upward from 
$10,000, jL'O.OOOand $30,000 a year. 
That is from their oflica practice in 
the morning. In addition they have 
the afternoon in which to visit pa- 
tients and to perform operations. 
The fees charged for performing 
operations are exceedingly high in 
special cases, so that altogether the 
ipecialist is very well rewarded for 
whatever peculiar skill and knowl- 
edge he may have acquired. 


The proceedings at one of the in- 


terviews between specialist and pa- 
tient arc sometimes of a simplicity 
surprising to a layman, and the 
physician seems to earn his fee 
easily. Not long ago, when it came 
a man's turn to be admitted into the 
consultation room of an oculist of 
high standing in this city, the phy- 
sician requested him to wait a mo- 
ment while he attended to another 
patient. The other patient was then 
admitted into the room. 
It was a 


young girl, who was accompanied 
by her mother. 
The oculist merely i 


raised the girl's eyelid, looked at the 
eye and told the mother to bring 
her daughter back in three days. 
For this performance he accepted 
the usual fee of $5. The proceeding 
lasted about one minute. 


Often people who are being fitted 


with glasses are told to return again 
and again to the oculist, while he 
;oes over the measurements until 
the patients are profoundly impress- 
ed with the conviction that while it 
is -well to be careful it must also be 
esce«<ling]y profitable. 


Oculists are not alone among spe- 


cialists as regards earning their tees 
with apparent ease — f or • instance, 
some physicians who make a special- 
ty of skin complaints seem to be 
equally fortunate. 
The man who 


saw the oculist charge $5 for a min- 
ute's work told some friends about 
it. When he get through, his expe- 
rience was capped by a man who 
went for treatment to a skin special- 
ist of the same standing as the oca- 
list. 


"I had a light attack of eczema, " 


he said. "I went to him, was assur- 
ed that my case was curable, got a 
prescription and paid $10. I never 
bad any trouble since. But the doc- 
tor had told rae to come back to him 
in a week, and I went. Then he told 
me to come back in another week, 
and I did so. Each visit cost me $5. 
Finally I asked him how much longer 
he thought I'd have to go there. He 
said about a year. Then I stopped 
off short and saved about $260 in 
fees and haven't regretted it since. 
The trouble with him was that he 
cured me too quick." 


This physician, like the others re- 


ferred to, is of the highest standing 
in his profession, does not advertise 
and hates quacks. Many of his pa- 
tients are women, who show less 
strength of mind than the man who 
told the story. — New York Sun.

ADVOCATES SURFACE BURIAL. 


Sir F. Seymour Hatleu Saj» a Slight Earth 


Covcrinc Soonest Absorb. Bodies. 


Sir F. Seymour Hadeii of London has 


practically studied for ten years the best 
methods of disposing of tho dead. The 
result of bis investigations he terms 
"Nature's method of disposing of the 
dead, by far the most practical aud cer- 
tainly tho natural method." 


Ho has buried animals, largo and 


small, in his lawn. By digging them 
up and examining them at intervals 
varying from one to five years be found 
that, buried at a depth of 4>£ feot—tbe 
depth required by tlio government for 
the burial of human bodies—an interval 
of from three to four years was neces- 
sary for complete dissolution. Buriod at 
the depth of one foot, a year and a half 
he found was sufficient for the complete 
dissolution of a large and a yoar or less 


( for the smaller animals. A body simply 


when **^ upon tbe Sronud« wi*h a covering 
of earth a foot thick completely disap- 
peared (bones excepted) iu a year. 


Dr. A, B. Poore, after experiment, 


states that if a body is buried so as to 
further its complete dissolution the land 
would be ready, after a short interval, 
to receive a second body, and that if tb« 
cemetery were systematically planterl 
with flowers the earth would b« puri- 
fied and the air freshened by the flour 
isblng vegetation.

Clock and watch makers who fotuid 


their rt-gnlar business falling off on ms 
connt of the bicycle craze are now mak- 
ing up for it in the manufacture and 
eale of cyclometers. Competition is ex- 
ceedingly lively among the rival mak- 
ers, to the great benefit of the rider. 


Three or four years ago there wert 


only a few makes of cyclometers, and 
they were very heavy uud costly. Jfow 
cyclometers are ioade as small as a sil- 
ver quarter, weigh almost nothing ar.c 
can be purchased at a trifling cost. 
Many dealers add a cyclometer to the 
equipment of the bicycle as an induce- 
ment to the purchaser, and as a result 
bicycles without cyclometers are the ex- 
ception. 


Cycling has brought many blessing* 


in its train, and one of the greatest cj 
these is tlw neat little register which 
records accurately the distance traversed 
by tho cyclist. It is practically a lO.OOC 
mile tapeline in u compact and conven- 
ient form. It is a great satisfaction foi 
the rider to see the miles roll up on thf 
dial as he spins along. The present cv- 
ciometcrs are very simple in c'jnstnfn- 
tion, and as a rule perform their dutj 
without error, but too much must nol 
bo expected of what is merely a me- 
chsinical contrivance1. A ridf-rcan hardlj 
expect his cyclometer to measure the 
distance between two points accnratelv 
if he wabbles from one side of the road 
to the other. In this way a beginner*! 
cyclometer might record a mile while 
lie has been pursuing Ihs sinuous courst 
for only half that distance. 


Cyclometers ure rnado for wheels of a 


given diameter, and if a 28 inch cyclom 
eter be fitted to a 28 inch wheel th* 
figures will not be accurate enough tc 
be valuable. For the same, reason if tb« 
front tire be soft au appreciable erroi 
in the ine:L«nrem™t will occur, becanst 
of the lessened diameter of the bicycle 
wheel If tin: tire sinks in a quarter o! 
an inch under the weight of the rider, 
the error in a mile ride would arcoun 
to 14 yards. Thus the accuracy of a cy- 
clometer measurement varies percepti- 
bly, according to the bardoess of tht 
tire. However, the average bicycle ridei 
is not au engineer or surveyor, and th« 
popularity of the cyclometer is in nc 
way endangered because of this slight 
variation frqrn the trttth, a failing tr. 
which the cyclometer ig often driven in 
the scorcher eager for si huge mileagi 
record. 


So long as the variation is on the cv- 


clist.'s side the cycle-meter's future "i; 
safe. At uny rate, the demand for ih« 
device is lively, and the makers are re 
trenching their losses incurred by th« 
encroachment of the bicycle upon th* 
watch trade. — New Orleans Times- 
Democrat.

ApUDllato'conrts too frequently sc-om tc 
think that superior kuwUMge of tht 
law is chiivni not by afiirming the ac- 
tion c.f the trial conrt, bnt by standing 
in r.-.v-agoinsiu to it and by criticising 
its action. 


It is like the rase of the bold, open 


critic, who frequently gets credit for su- 
perior knowledge by the audacity oi 
his criticism, when, in fact, ho kuows 
nothing of the subject. Appellate courts 
are very often iiutfie up of men waiitiiip 
iu knowledge of the. most elementary 
principles of the criminal law. for they 
have never either studied or practiced 
it. With this want of knowledge of the 
very law they are seeking to administer, 
they try the case not on its merits, tc 
dt tenui'ne the guilt or innocence of the 
mini, but they try it by some technical 
rule which has really no relation to the 
guilt or innocence of the accused.— 
Uortli American Review.

there is probably very little loss experi- 
enced by plowing a field after the spring 
rains and keeping its surface sufficiently 
well cultivate during the summer to 
prevent tho growth of weeds. In the ab- 
senc« of heavy rainfall the stores of Wilson's 
available nitrogen in such a soil will 
undoubtedly be increased during the 
summer. But in case of heavy rains, 
producing a thorough saturation and 
leaching of the soil, the losses in a field 
Iviog fallow during the summer will 
be very great, and it is not well at any 
time to take the risk. 


It is advisable, therefore, instead of 


allowing the fields to lie fallow, to seed 
them with a catch crop, such as barley, 
rye or peas, which may retain tibe prod- 
ucts of nitrification. 
When the time 


comes for seeding the field with the in- 
tended crop the catch can be turned un- 
der with the plow and, in the process of 
decay, furnish again the nitrogenous 
food in an available form. This practice 
should never be neglected in fields 
which lie over during the winter in 
preparation for planting during the fol- 
lowing spring. 


Of course this statement does not ap- 


ply so particularly to fields which may 
be plowed late in the autumn, after the 
activity of the nitrifying ferments is 
practically suspended for the winter. In 
a temperate climate fields may be plowed 
late in November or during the month 
of December and the freshly turned soil 
be exposed to the action of the weathsr 
during the winter without great danger 
of loss. 


In nwiny localities even an earlier 


period might be chosen for the autumn 
plowing, which should be deep or ac- 
companied by subsoiliug. The loosened 
soil should be brought into good tilth 
and thus form an abwi-bent which will 
hold large quantities of moisture, be- 
coming available for the following sea- 
son during the period of deficient rains.

The Fondroyant Will Soon Appear In 


American Wat«rn. 


The Foudroyimt, that gallant old frigate 


which is famous as Nelson's flagship, will 
be scp.n in American ports this fall, for she 
has been rescued from the Gentian ship 
breakers, thoroughly overhauled and is 
now ns trim and taut as when she swept 
the Mediterranean in 1790. 


The Foudroyant is, wlt'i the exception 


of the old Victory, the only tie which con- 
nects the British navy of today with that 
of Lord Nelson's time, anil her oaken sides 
nre among the last remnants of those 
"wiMxlen walls of England" of which the 
British were once so proud. She was built 
fur the special service of flngship, and had 
it not !>een for an unexpected delay at t ho 
dockyards would have carried Nelson into 
the battle of the Kite. As it was, she was 
the victor in many a heroic single combat. 
In 1800 she Kirried the renowned admiral 
when he capt.iin.il T.e Generous, and later, 
when the GiiiUuiime Tell broke through the 
blockade of Malta, participated in one of 
the most desperate si-a duels in naval his- 
tory. 
The hull 
famished Frenchmen 


fought with mad valor, itnd the Foudroynnt 
was nearly crippled by tlie ilret broadside, 
but. the Tell was finally subdued and mado 
a prize. 


When steel ships began to succeed the 


wooden frigates, the old Foudroyant was 
sent to the "boueyurd" and was finally

Japan, Colonel, Prince Edward Island, 
Egyptian, Dakota Gray and 
Early 


Swedish, all except the first and third 
being from the Seizure group. 


But three varieties in the entire list 


have weighed continuously 32 pounds 
to the bushel, and the Welcome group 
is the only one that averages up to and 
above the standard weight. 


Manuring ground for corn direct from

Water For "Eonr P«t», 


When yon rush iu so thirsty that yon 


can hardly wait to draw u glass of wa- 
ter, remember that your dog and cat. 
may bo suffering in just tho same way, 
so look at their bowl. If well cared for, 
they will not drink water ou which tho 
dust has settled or which has grown 
tepid from standing in u hot room. Lot 
them have n bowl of pure, cold water 
several times a day. Tho experiment 
was tried last summer of giving a pet 
dog water that had boen slightly iced. 
He had more sense than his human 
friend, however, and declined drinking 
until the liquid had changed to tho nat- 
ural tcmperHturc.—Brooklyn Eagle. 


Cost of Irrigating. 


The expense of an irrigating plant 


and the cost of operating it will depend 
upon the distance the water has to be 
raised and carried to get it upon the 
land as well as the method of moving 
it. Professor Tuft of the Michigan Ag- 
ricultural college says that a windmill 
with a pump, well itud reservoir, suit- 
able for from three to five acres, should 
not cost more than from $300 to §500 if 
the water does not have to be raised more 
than 40 feet, and there would be com- 
paratively little, expense for operating it. 


"A pumping plant, operated by a 


steam or gasoline engine, suitable for 20 
acres and capable of supplying 50 or 60 
acres, would cost perhaps $1,000. 
The 


cost of fuel for the latter would perhaps 
be 15 eente per acre for elevating the 
water required for one application, 
reckoning it at- 1 per cent per horse- 
power for each hour operated, while for 
the steam engine it would be about 
twice that ainouur. 
Using a steam en- 


gine aud a centrifugal pump, water for 
one application for 10 acres can be 
raised 40 feet for about $4, including 
cost ofattendance, aud $5 will distrib- 
ute it upon the land, making the cost, 
aside from the interest upou the invest- 
ment, rather loss than $1 per acre. With 
a gasoline engine it would be §1.50 for 
fuel and $5 for applying the watc-r, or 
65 cents per acre for each application." 


Electric Farming. 
" . 


In » report sent out from fie Cornell 


(N. Y.) station it is told that Mr. Raw- 
son, one of Massachusetts" progressive 
farmers, now uses the electric light in 
the commercial forcing of lettuce. He 
has three lamps of 2,000 wndle pov?er 
each, which run all night. Tho hot- 
house covers nearly one-third of an acre 
Mr. Rawsou finds that he obtains a gain 
of five clays per crop during the winter, 
which makes a gain of three weeks for 
the three crops during the winter. The 
gain from one crop he estimates as suffi- 
cient to pay the expenses of operating 
the electric light during the whole sea- 
son. 
Professor Bailey's experiments at 


Cornell confirm those of Sir. Rawsou, 
as lie states he finds many plants grov.- 
rjoro rapidly when under the influence 
of the electric light at night.

Watering: Horses. 


It used to be the rule to keep horses 


from drinking at noon or night after 
they had been working through the 
forenoon or afternoon until they had 
eaten their feed and had cooled down. 
This was considered necessary in order 
to prevent in jury from taking cold water 
while the systetu is heated. Bnt this is 
cruel to the horses,. as,they cannot eat 
what they should if they are parched 
with thirst. The^better way is to give 
each horse in the middle of the forenoon 
a pail of water into which a small quan- 
tity of oatmeal has been stirred. This 
'will refresh and invigorate the horse 
without doiug any injury and will pre- 
vent him from being injured by drink- 
ing freely at noontime. The drink, being 
nourishing, tallies the strength aud en-. 
ables the animal to do a great amount 
of work without failure,—American 
Cultivator. 


Reservoirs In Nebraska. 


J. A. Ford tells in The Irrigation 


that reservoirs are easily and cheaply 
constructed. They are made by throw- 
ing up embankments of earth to the 
height of from six to eight feet; then 
the water is pumped in, and cattle or 
horses arc turned in and driven about 
iiutil the bottom and sides arc thor- 
oughly puddled. Sometimes heavy clay 
is hauled from some clay bed or bank 
and thrown over the bottom and sides. 
Again, the farmers hitch their horses to 
a drag or scraper aud drive the team 
around within until the bottom and 
rides are securely packed and made 
water tight. 


Alfalfa In Indiana. 


After extensive, experiments with al- 


falfa the Indiana station concludes that, 
it requires clean hind aud one yejir to 
establish itself, as it is delicate till its 
roots get deep into the soil.

Bursting Cabbages. 


Bursting of the heads will often fol- 


low a sudden stimulation of the plants 
after a period of relatively slow growth 
—e. g., stirring the soil while the heads 
are forming, after a period of neglect, 
or a heavy rain sifter a long drought. A 
preventive suggested by Rural New 
Yorker is to give frequent but shallow 
cultivation rud keep the plants grow- 
ing as uniformly as possible. If .the 
heads are completely formed before the 
close of the growing -gessen, partially 
pulling the roots from the ground will 
check the growth. This may be done 
rapidly and easily by means of a potato 
hook, pulling the cabbages over to 01 
side, thus loosening the roots on one 
side, 


The Fre«« Drill. 


At the Iowa experiment station ad- 


joining plats were seeded to winter 
wheat and given similar treatment ex- 
cept that one was seeded with acommou 
drill and the other a press drill. Thrash- 
ing returns showed that the plat seeded 
with a press drill yielded at the rate of 
54 v; bushels per acre, while the com- 
mon drilled plat yielded only 44 bush- 
els. A similar test iu 1894 gave a yield 
of 48 bushels for the press drill and 30 
for the common drill. The press drill 
compacts the snil over the seed, the 
moisture is retained, and a more vigor- 
ous plant results.
